The country along the Yellowstone 


lor the first hundred miles is on on* 
side a beautiful level plain, clothed 
with fine buffalo grass, a great, grand

FRUIT GROWING. 


Advantages and Disadvantage! of the Two 


Branches of Industry. 


We aie often asked this question; 


but it is one that we can seldom an- 
swer to our satisfaction, as so much 
depends upon the locality, nature of 
the soil, climate and the surrounding 
market 
Usually it is best not to con- 


fine yourself to one branch entirely, 
but to plant both large and small 
fruits 
We have known inexperienced 


men to begin fruit growing by planting 
one hundred acres of pears and noth- 
ing else, or fifty acres of grape vines, 
or j^arge fields of strawberries. These 
people often come to grief 
How much 


better it would have oeen if they had 
divided their planting among numer- 
ous species. Fruit trees, plants and 
vines are liable to occasional failure, 
the same as anything else in this world 
is liable to fail. Therefore, if one has 
planted a variety of fruits, the failure 
of one or of several does not cause him 
serious loss, and he continues from year 
to year to receive an average income. 
Aside from this, if he plaats a large 
acreage of oce specialty, he is obliged 
to harvest and market his specialty m 
haste, at a certain date, whereas, if it 
was divided into numerous species, the 
time of harvesting and marketing 
would be extended over a large period, 
and could be done with much lets ex- 
pense and danger from storms and 
other contmgrnLies 


Usually the drift of such inquiries is 


to learn whether small fruits or large 
are most profitable 
There 19 ibis 


much in favor of small fruits, they can 
be made to bring m revenue sooner 
lhan large hints, therefore, most fruit 
growers begin fruit-growing by plant- 
ing-.trawbernes, raspberries and black- 
biines, grapes and currants 
They 


plant at the same time orchards of 
pears apples peaches and quinces, 
depending upon the early grapes, 
strawberries and other small fruits to 
tide along the way until the large 
fruits get into bearing 
Then they 


have an oppoitumty of testing thor- 
oughly whether large or small fruits 
pay best in their locality and on their 
soil 
Ttms, if they find the market for 


small fruits in excess of the supply, 
they can gradually diminish that de- 
partment and devote their attention 
to large fiuit« 
This is the proper way 


to begin fruit-growing 
Orchards of 


large fruits require years for their ma- 
turity, and it is a matter of speculation 
somewhat as to what the outcome will 
be; and yet we have every assurance 
that they will prove profitable, but 
how profitable no one can say 
In 


planting small fruits we have "but a 
short period to look forward to, and 
we can decide with some certainty re- 
garding the demand —Fruit Grower.

WASHINGTON, March 9 —United States 


Senator John F Miller, of California, 
•who has been lying dangeionsly 111 for 
some months, died at his residence Jn 
this city yesterday afternoon. 


.Senator Miller was born In Indiana, 


In 1831, his parents being Virginians 
He graduated at the New York State Law 
School in 1852, aud began practice at 
•South Bend, Ind., but soon removed to 
California Three years later he returned 
to Indiana 


In 1800 he was a member of the State 


Semite, but resigned to become Colonel 
of the Twenty-ninth Indiana Volunteers, 
'and was soon placed in command of a 
brigade, serving uuder Generals Sherman, 
Buell, Rosccrans and Thomas 
After the 


battle ol Nashville, he was breveted 
naajor-^eneial for conspicuous bravery 


After the war he retuined to Califoinla, 


and was collector of the port of San 
Francisco for lour years 
He was elected 


to the United States Senate as a Repub- 
lican, and took his seat March 4, 1881

ST. VALENTINE'S DAY. 


The Feast of the Lnpercalia was held 


on the fifteenth of February, in honor of 
he god Pan, when instead of defend- 
ing the gentler sex, the young men 
*m about the streets and lashed them 
with whips, which the women received 
without protesting, because of som» 
superstition as to the special goodluck 
attending the custom. 


So far as Valentine's story can be 


gathered from history, it seems that 
°e was put in chains for the Emperor 
Claudius II., during his persecution of 
the Christians, for haying succored 
many of the martyrs. The connection 
jf the various customs with St. Valen- 
tine's is thought purely accidental, by 
some writers, although it seems not 
improbable to trace its origin to that 
source, St. Valentine having met his 
death in his endeavors to shield and 
help his fellow Christians. In com- 
memoration of his chivalrous conduct, 
his name may have been considered a 
suitable one," under the circumstances, 
to give the sanction of Christianity to 
a custom of heathen origin, which it 
was impossible to uproot. 


The word valentine signifies "petit 


gallant," according to a Norman anti- 
quary, and in the dialect of Normandy. 
the words "Galantin" and "valentine'1 
are used in this sense; while the En- 
glish word "gallant" combines the two 
meanings. 


In Normandy, Valentine's Day is 
still a great festival, the peasantry 
haying still the custom of drawing lots, 
as in the olden days 


In the English classic*, Chaucer, 


'Goldsmith and others, the allusion tu 
ivalentines is very frequent 
Shakrv 


'peare says: 


"Goodmorrow! 'tis St. Valentine'sday, 


All in the morning betitse; 
And I, a maid at your window, 
To be your Valentine." 


The sums spent in our day for th« 


wonderful concoctions of white papi-r 
satin, flowers, etc., etc., in every con- 
ceivable device and ornamentation, i- 
truly fabulous. If the revival of sub- 
stantial gifts could be brought about 
once more, the useful superseding the 
ornamental, costing the sender no more 
than these useless trifles, how much 
more desirable it would be making Val- 
entine's Day a season of good deeds, 
while expressing the feelings far more 
eloquently than high-Hown sentiment 
or silly rhymes could do in charitable 
gifts, and where those in moderate cir- 
cumstances could be helped in many a 
delicate way, without offense, or with- 
out giving up the fun and frolic which 
belongs to St. Valentine's Day!— 
Golden JRule. 


A POPULAR DRUG. 


Ancient Customs and a History o 


the Saint Himself. 


The fourteenth 
of February—St 


Valentine's Day—has now become on 
of the most popular festivals in all th 
Calendar, at least to young people 
with whom, on that day, the langnag 
of the heart flows uninterrupted! 
through the post. 


So far back in the mists of antiquity 


Is the origin of the various observances 
of St. Valentine's, that a vein of legenc 
ary lore seems to cover them as wit 
a garment. In England, however, the 
origin of poetical valentines can be 
traced to the year 1415, when Charles, 
Duke of Orleans, was a- prisoner in the 
Tower of London, after the battle oi 
Agincourt, and who beguiled the dis- 
mal hours by writing poetical effusions, 
which are still ta be wen in the origi- 
nal manuscript in tie British Museum. 


Two hundred yean later the practice 


seems to have varied, according to the 
diary of a lady, Mistress Jeffries, by 
name, who made careful notes in her 
account book of the pecuniary valoe oi 
her Valentine*, every year, covering a 
period of ten yean, from 1680 to 1640, 
and showing that it was then, the cos- 
torn for the tody to give the present, 
her Valentine being ate first person of 
the male sex who encountered her on 
the fourteenth of February. Her en- 
tries run thus: Gave Tom Aston for 
being my Valentine, 2 shillings; gave 
Mr Dick Gavel to be my Valentine, 1 
shilling; Timothy Pickering, of Clif- 
ton, that was my Valentine at Horn 
Castle, four pence. No reason is given 
for the decrease of her Valentines 
every year; perhaps she grew suddenly 
stingy, or poor. 


The gossiping diary of one Mr. Pe- 


pys, in the reign of Charles n.. shows 
another change, and the custom ol 
sending some substantial proof ot affec- 
tion on the part of the gentleman to the 
object of his tender interest, wa.t 
greatly in vogue. This same writei 
boasts of sending his wife, while she 
was staying with a friend, "a hall 
dozen pair of gloves, a pair of silken 
stockings and garters, for her Valen- 
tines. '' And in another entry,' 'chosen 
my wife for my Valentine, which oosj 
me live pounds " 


In 1684 one John Birchall sent a 


written Valentine in this wise: 
"These loving llnel, which I to you have seni 
In secrecy, in my heart's blood are pent. 
re knife 1 Blipt, as I the pen did make, 
And freely bleeds, and will so, for thy sake'" 
And so the Valentine was written in 
the blood of the cut finger, the faded 
lines still showing the rubv stain 
A 


very ingenious way to turn his acci- 
dent to account! 


Karly in the next century an enter- 


taining custom gained ground in the 
United Kingdom. On St Valentine's 
Eve young people of both sexes assem- 
bling together, and after writing the 
names of their respective friends, male 
and female, on little billet-doux, in 
equal numbers, throwing them into 
two receptacles, and then, like a lot- 
tery, drawing them out in pairs, when 
the persons whose names were drawn 
together were supposed to be Valen- 
tines to each other, the gentlemen re- 
maining bound to the verdict of his 
Valentine for at least one year, or until 
the next fourteenth of February. Mar- 
riages were very often the result of 
these engagements. This was a kind 
of revival of mediaeval knighthood. 


In 1761 a querist asks if he has se- 


lected a Valentine of the fair sex, 
whether he or she ought to make the 
present, and conelndesl>y saying: 


"Suppose I'm her cbolce, 
And the better to show II, 
My ticket she wears, 
The belter to show it." 


These tickets sent to the fair one, 


might have led to the present fashion 
of sending valentines by post; and al- 
though there were no post-offices then 
as now, there were plenty of messen- 
gers in those ancient days, and written 
valentines were both sent and received. 


From the collection of the last cen- 


tury valentines we find the following: 


"Some draw Valentines by lot, 
And some draw those tbat they love not; 
But I draw you, whom I love best. 
And choose jiou, from among the rest." 
•The ring is round, and hath no end. 
And this I send to you, mr friend. 
And if you take it in food cart, 
I shall be glad with all my heart." 


In this valentine was a gold ring, as 
shown by the stitches in the paper. 
Though nearly a eentnry has passed, 
the style has veiy little changed. 


About this tone the birds choose 


their mates, hence the custom of young 
men and maidens chooeiag valentines, 
or special loving friend*.

A SIMPLE CONTRIVANCE. 


A Cheap and Serviceable reeding Rack for 


Sheep. 


All who are acquainted with the 


habits of sheep know that, above all 
other animals, they are disposed to go 
through and trample under foot and 
soil their food. Therefore, there is 
much waste, and they also fail to eat 
as much and keep as well as though 
their hay was kept clean. 


I think I have invented a rack for 


feeding sheep very near perfection. I 
have long used a frame twelve feet 
long by two and a half wide and three 
high, with tight board bottom. To 
four corner posts are nailed eight or 
ten-inch boards at top and bottom—a 
little distance from the ground, leaving 
some sixteen inches between, across 
winch are nailed upright eight-inch 
strip*, leaving a space of some eight 
inches between, through which the 
i-heep can put their heads. 


Still enough hay would be worked 


out for bedding, and this is quite a loss 
vdier, hay is high. To obviate this 
\\ aste, 1 have set boards inside the top 
in the shape of a trough, reaching hall 
way to the bottom, entirely across the 
top, 
and meeting at the bottom within 


three or four inches. Through this 
narrow opening the sheep pull the hay 
only about as fast as they eat it, wast- 
ing almost none at all. They thus eat 
more, but keep better, waste almost 
none, and do not disturb each other so 
much, as each is kept very busy pull- 
ing down for itself 


I can hardly wish for anything bet- 


ter than this simple contrivance, which 
any farmer can make in a few hours 
for himself at very small expense.— 
Cor N. Y. Independent.

out-door relief to four millions, annu- 
ally. Tw ent) -th e per 1 .OuU ot the pop- 
ulation are paupers, and are relieved 
at a cost of over two and a half million-* 
sterling. It also seems that there are 
many more lunatic women than men 
Cabs have increased during the la^t 
ten years from 10,000 to over '20.00U 
14,478 children were lost in London 
last year. Greater London contains an 
area of 448,334 acres. The population 
for this year is given as j,lHi,li50, ut 
whom 60,252 are foreigners. 4!>.,">.H 
Scotch, 80,778 Irish, 3,214 blind, I.y7_' 
deaf and dumb. In 1884 there were 
11,705 licensed public and beer hontes. 
and 15,519 males and 9.G18 females were 
charged with drunkenness. In the 
same year there were 26o persons 
killed and 3,595 maimed by street ac- 
cidents, and 354 suicides 
There were 


20,667 articles lost in public convey- 
ances, of which 11.248 were restored. 
There are 407 newspapers published in 
London. 
New York, doubtless, in 


time, will tell the same deplorable story 
of sickness, poverty and crime, as does 
London. But as yet it is not by any 
means as large a city, yet it is growing 
rapidly, and counting'the population 
of Brooklyn, as well as the neighbor- 
hood, it will be found that there is cen- 
tering about New York Bay a popula- 
tion of 2,500,000 people—that is, about 
half as many as there are in London.—

It is the system of many prominent 
seedsmen in Europe to contract for 
their seeds m divisions of three, having 
one division grown every year. It is 
easy to see how some of their stocks 
sent to American importers may be 
several years old before received on 
this side 
Alas, for the confiding gar- 


dener in cheap seeds! Under th« <nost 
favorable circumstances European seed 
is not as vital as American, which, 
pound for pound, is worth fifty per 
cent, more by reason of being ripened 
thoroughly in a dry climate." And 
that is very correctly stated.
